JUST six months on from the 
introduction of the high-speed rail 
service Ashford is already seeing 
changes to the housing market. 

Rural house prices have been one of the 
main beneficiaries with wealthy London 
clients buying up attractive properties in the 
countryside. 

Alex Davies, director of estate agents Hobbs 
Parker, says interest in the £500,000 to 
£900,000 price bracket has grown. 

He said: “We’ve seen an increase in both 
enquiries and actual house sales, with an 
encouraging steady growth over and above the 
level of enquiries we had before the arrival of 
the fast trains. 

“The launch of HS1 appears to have shifted 
the profile of a typical London buyer and we’re 
seeing many more enquiries from people cur¬ 
rently living in either central or North London. 

“Traditionally most Londoners coming into 
Ashford have been from south London. 

‘We’re also getting more interest from the 
Home Counties, particularly Surrey.” 

Mr Davies said he anticipated steady growth 
in the market over the next three years. 

Jacqueline Davies, area sales manager for 
Your Move estate agents, said the rail link has 
been a factor in increased sales. 

She said: “In the run-up to the launch of the 
rail link we certainly saw more interest in 
Ashford from buyers who wanted to commute 
into London. 

We subsequently saw more house sales.” 

Although showing slower signs of a pick-up,

On the fast track to 
customer satisfaction 


AN independent survey 
suggests Ashford rail users 
have been trading up to 
use the high speed service. 

The poll by lobby group Passenger 
Focus also showed very high levels 
of satisfaction with the new trains 
introduced in December. 

According to the survey, 95 per 
cent of passengers were satisfied 
overall with the High Speed service 
run by Southeastern. 

Tunde Olatunji, passenger link 
manager for the lobby group, said: 
“This year we specifically covered 
passengers using the high speed 
services. The results show an 
exceptionally high level of 
overall satisfaction. 

“These levels of satisfaction are 
mirrored across all of the passenger 
factors we survey.” 

On the standard mainline trains, 
only 82 per cent of passengers were 
happy with the standards. That 
dropped to 78 per cent for those using 
Metro services closer to London. 

Mr Olatunji said: “For those pas¬ 
sengers who can afford to use the 
service and for whom St Pancras or 
Stratford is the right choice of 
London destinations - then the 
high speed service is proving to be 
very successful.” 

However, passengers said there 
were still problems when it came to 
buying tickets and upgrading from 
regular services. 

Mr Olatunji said: “Southeastern 
operate a very strict penalty fare 
regime. This has also led to 
frustration from season ticket hold-

ers who have found themselves 
issued with a penalty fare rather 
than be allowed to pay for the add¬ 
on fare. It is also not helpful for pas¬ 
sengers that Oyster is not accepted 
for journeys between St Pancras 
and Stratford.” 

Although the benefit for Ashford 
travellers is fairly clear, other users 
in Kent feel they have lost out when 
the new timetable to accommodate 
the high speed trains was intro¬ 
duced in December. 

Passengers on the North Kent 
Coast Line particularly think their 
service has got worse. 

In contrast 

“The problems revolve around 
passengers who have seen service 
frequency reduced, journey times 
increased or in some cases the loss 
of services to preferred destinations 
such as Cannon Street from 
Maidstone East. 

“These changes have caused frus¬ 
tration and hardships to existing 
passengers who are rightly com¬ 
pelled to campaign for fairness and 
improvements to their services. 

“The real challenge for 
Southeastern is to improve passen¬ 
ger satisfaction for the majority 
of passengers who use the 
Mainline and Metro services 
by addressing some of the 
concerns mentioned.” 

Southeastern claims it is carrying 
an extra 5,000 passengers across its 
network since December.

the new homes market is also 

attracting people from further afield. 

Jo Richard, Hillreed Homes’ mar¬ 
keting and corporate manager, said: 
“Visitors are very aware of the service 
and the benefits it offers. I think once 
the state of the housing market in 
general improves homes in Ashford 
will achieve a premium.” 

The town is also attracting busi¬ 
ness investment because of HS1. 

The investment agency Locate in 
Kent says 59 companies are current¬ 
ly considering potential projects in 
Ashford and the rail link is benefit- 
ting companies already based here. 

Jo James, from the Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, said: “A lot of 
our members are using the service on 
a regular basis and saving much- 
needed time and money. I’m certain 
the high-speed link will bring more 
businesses to the area as Ashford 
continues to develop and new office 
accommodation becomes available.” 

The Government is in the process of 
selling HS1, which could mean more 
train operators using the line. 

Planning expert Professor Sir Peter 
Hall, from University College 
London, said: “Our research clearly 
shows that high-speed rail access can 
dramatically change a town’s for¬ 
tunes: within a one hour radius from 
London, by importing commuter 
incomes into the local economy and, 
within two hours, growing the local 
economic base. 

“This suggests the high-speed serv¬ 
ice should boost Ashford’s economy.”

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SEEDA demise 'a good 

time to review plans'

COUNCIL leader Paul Bartlett 
says now is the perfect time to 
reassess the town’s future growth 
plans. 

He was speaking after the Government 
announced it was abolishing the South East 
Development Agency (SEEDA) and replacing it 
with Local Enterprise Partnerships. 

He said: “We need to see if there are better 
ways of delivering not just the growth but 
ensuring what is built is done with the agree¬ 
ment and support of the community.” 

Cllr Bartlett said some of the town’s new 
developments resulted in homes that were too 
small with narrow streets, and a lack of park¬ 
ing, built on unspoilt areas of the countryside. 

He said: “When John Prescott identified 
Ashford as part of Labour’s growth agenda in 
2001 he wanted relatively small homes with no 
qualms about building on green spaces. 

“We embraced growth, but we wanted to build 
houses in the town centre first on previously 
developed land, not in the countryside.” 

Mr Bartlett, who took over as leader of the 
council in May, said Labour set up planning 
regulations that were inefficient and costly. 

He said Ashford’s Future, the body created to 
deliver many of the changes to the town, would 
be restructured under the coalition govern¬ 
ment’s commitment to localism. 

“We still need a delivery vehicle, but what we 
have at the moment is a complicated structure 
that involves four public bodies, the Homes and 


Communities Agency (HCA), SEEDA, Kent 
County Council and Ashford council. It has 
done a great job delivering the infrastructure 
but it is going to have to change. 

“The HCA and SEEDA are government 
quangos with no directly-elected members; that 
is wrong. A public sector delivery body has to be 
accountable to the community.” 

SEEDA currently owns plots of land between 
the station and the town centre. 

Mr Bartlett said: “That land can either go to 
the county council or Ashford council. We just 
want to ensure the town benefits.” 

The leader of the council says he will seek 
local people’s views about the town’s future. 

He said: “I don’t think growth should stop but 


the community needs to express its views. We 
are going to review the Local Plan so everyone 
will have the opportunity to give their opinion.” 

It is hoped a clear way forward will be decid¬ 
ed by autumn. 

Mr Bartlett said: “I still believe a lot of the 
plans Ashford’s Future has created are very 
exciting. This is a great opportunity for the 
council and the people of Ashford to wrestle 
back control of the growth agenda.” 

Kevin Lynes, Kent County Council cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: “Central gov¬ 
ernment has rightly challenged us all to play 
our part in the economic recovery whilst ensur¬ 
ing our growth and regeneration plans remain 
on track.” 


Boy racers shut 
out of retail park 

BOY racers have been thwarted by secu¬ 
rity gates installed at the Warren Retail 
Park. 

The gate was the idea of local Police 
Community Support Officer Stuart 
Manning. 

Every evening up to 30 cars were 
meeting at the car park, causing prob¬ 
lems with noise, litter, graffiti and van¬ 
dalism. 

Maria Dunn, assistant manager at 
Dreams at the retail park said young¬ 
sters speeding around the car park con¬ 
tinually set off alarms at her shop once it 
was shut. 

She said: “Having the gate there has 
made a huge difference.” 

There had also been complaints from 
residents of nearby Quantock Drive 
about noise. 

PCSO Manning had to persuade the 
owner of the Warren Retail Park that a 
gate would help solve the problems. He 
said: “The landlord was very helpful and 
the businesses at the park and nearby 
residents are pleased with the result.”

Driver in hospital after 
lorry crushes her car 


AN ACCIDENT at junction 10 of the 
M20 left a woman with serious 
injuries after her car was emshed by 
a lorry. 

The accident on Friday involved a 
Sainsbury’s lorry and two cars. The 
HGV had overturned emshing one 
car and badly damaging the other. 

The woman who was driving one of 
the cars, a Ford KA, had to be cut 
free by fire-fighters and was taken to 
the William Harvey Hospital with 
serious head injuries. She remains in 
hospital in a serious condition. 

The driver of the other car was 
taken hospital with minor injuries. 
The driver of the lorry was uninjured. 

The accident, which happened at 
about 6.50am, led to many road clo¬ 
sures.

from the motorway were closed and 
some of the lanes from the A2070 
were also shut.

Time for reflection 
after 50 years of 
working at estate 


THE gift of a clock at retirement is 
a common occurrence but one man 
at Godinton House has decided to 
turn the gesture on its head. 

Tony Russell has worked for the Godinton 
Estate for fifty years, but instead of receiving 
a clock to mark the occasion he has made one 
and given it to his employer. 

And Mr Russell’s creation is no cheap 
carriage ticker but a full-size replica of a 
16th Century Act of Parliament clock. 

Mr Russell said: “I have always loved 
making clocks. My father used to do it and 
although I lost him when I was very young I 
just seemed to take to it.” 

The 71-year-old has restored many clocks 
over the years but the Godinton timepiece is 
his own creation, built from scratch. 

The wooden mouldings echo the Jacobean 
architecture of the house and it also bears 
the badge of the Grenadier Guards, Mr 
Russsell’s old army regiment. 

Mr Russell began work with Godinton’s 
former owner Alan Wyndham Green and 
then for the charitable trust Mr Green set up 
to look after the long-term upkeep of the 
historic building in 1992. 

Mr Russell said: “It is known as an Act of 
Parliament clock because they were made to

be hung in pubs and coachhouses. This was 
at a time when there was a tax on clocks and 
people didn’t want to pay the extra money to 
be able to tell the time.” 

Over the years Mr Russell has had to turn 
his hand to all kinds of skills to maintain 
the building. He has repaired windows, 
rodded drains repaired roofs and his skill 
as a decorator, joiner and craftsman have 
done much to preserve the beautiful interiors 
of the house. 

His clock has now been put up in the 
billiard room for visitors to see. 

Nick Sandford the estate manager said: 
“Tony’s knowledge of the estate is invaluable 
and his skills and painstaking attention to 
detail have been a huge benefit to Godinton.” 

Mr Russell says he has no plan to retire 
but he has reduced his hours to four days a 
week to give more time for his hobbies and 
he is about to start building another clock. 

The estate now hosts many events. On July 
17 it will be staging an open air production of 
Much Ado About Nothing by the Pantaloon 
company.

THE owner of a Kennington gar¬ 
den centre has accused Ashford 
council of neglecting the needs of 
independent business. 

Terry Burch, of Bybrook Garden Centre, 
was speaking after the planning committee 
gave the go-ahead for a£10 million garden cen¬ 
tre at the Eureka Leisure Park. The applica¬ 
tion is from the Tesco-backed garden chain 
Dobbies. 

Mr Burch said: “It seems preference is given 
to a multinational retailer over a 35-year-old 
loyal Ashford business.” 

The committee had originally objected to the 
scheme but deferred its final decision to pre¬ 
pare its arguments if it went to appeal. 

Mr Burch, who launched a Facebook cam¬ 


paign against the plans which attracted more 
than 2,000 people, suggested the committee 
had changed its mind because it could not 
afford to fight an appeal. 

He said: “It’s easy to hide behind planning 
regulations to suit the occasion. If you think a 
development like this on our doorstep will 
have no effect on us, you’re not living in the 
real world. We were not even given the normal 
courtesy of notification that a planning appli¬ 
cation had been received.” 

At the planning meeting the application was 
discussed under so-called pink paper rules 
which means the public and press are exclud¬ 
ed because of commercial sensitivity. 

Mr Burch said: “I understand that Dobbies 
would have appealed, but it’s quite possible 
the decision would have gone in our favour. I 
would have accepted that decision.” 

Mr Burch denied he was against competition 
and said he may go to the local government 
ombudsman. He said: “I have faced competi¬ 


tion over the last 35 years. I can put up with 
fair competition but it is a different matter 
when up against Tesco.” 

In a statement, Ashford council said: “The 
committee had been minded to refuse the 
application. They were concerned about the 
loss of a site that could be used to build offices 
and about traffic issues and incompatibility 
with other uses on the leisure park. However, 
when the application was reconsidered, mem¬ 


bers concluded their concerns were not suffi¬ 
ciently strong reasons to turn the application 
down. Several members indicated the inter¬ 
vening period had been useful in allowing 
them to reflect on the application. 

“They noted that the land use planning sys¬ 
tem was not designed to support existing busi¬ 
nesses against new competition, but that it 
could only look at whether a proposed use of 
land is acceptable in other planning terms.”

How long have you had connections with Ashford? 


A My family on my mother’s side come from 
the area. We can trace our connection back 
to 1759 in Ashford and before that to Romney 
Marsh and Tenterden. 

I came to live in Ashford in 1966.1 had lived 
in London before that. I was really pleased to 
be here because I had spent all my school hol¬ 
idays with my grandfather in Hythe Road. My 
aunts and uncles lived here. Every Christmas 
we used to come to Ashford so the family could 
get together. 

When I got the offer of a job in Ashford it was 
natural I should take it. It was my first big 
managerial job for the Co-Operative Society. 


Q 


What is the most important aspect of being mayor? 


A I am the face of Ashford. It is a job where 
you can meet the people of the borough and 
listen to what they have to say and pass that 
back to the councillors. 

Q This is the second time you have been mayor. Are you 
more confident this time round? Will you be doing any¬ 
thing different? 

A I am more confident this time. It takes 
time to appreciate what the job entails. 

I will be doing something different this time. 
I have decided not to take part in every event 
outside the borough. I am here for the people 
of Ashford so the people of the borough expect 


to see me here. I don’t think it is right that I 
should waste time and money going miles 
away for another mayor’s charity dinner. I will 
still give money to their charity, but I will not 
incur the cost of going to the function. 

Q How did your interest in politics begin? When did you 
become a councillor? 

A When I was in my teen years I lived in 
Woolwich and my local MP was Ernest 
Bevin. I saw the work that he was doing for 
the dockworkers. At that time they had a very 
precarious living. IHe was working hard for 
their rights. It struck me what one man could 
do for thousands of people. Also, working at 
the Co-op it was part of the ethos of doing 
things for other people. 

I became a councillor in Ashford when tim¬ 
ber-framed houses in the borough were 
declared unsafe. I was living in one of these 
homes and we formed the Ashford Home 
Owners Association to try and get something 
done. I must have impressed one or two people 
in the Labour Party then because they asked 
me to stand as a candidate. 

I thought I would just do it for four years; 
now here I am 20 years later. 


Q 


What do you think about the future of Ashford? 


We have lost major employers such as the 
railways and the barracks. I don’t think we 
can rely just on the service sector. I hope we 
can find a niche in technology or industry and 
really exploit that. The high speed train is 
great but has put us that much closer to 
London to be a genuine commuter town. 

Q Do you think people in local government get the recog¬ 
nition they deserve? Do you think local people should 
have more power as suggested by the new government? 

A We still have to wait and see what the new 
government has planned but I would not 
raise people’s sights too high. Councils don’t 
get the recognition they deserve. Every day 
councillors and council staff are at the fore¬ 
front of meeting the electorate. 

Often people complain about things we can’t 
change. For example, in planning, the guide¬ 
lines are set down by national government 
and we have to work within those rules. The 
public’s perception of why things should be 
turned down by councillors does not match the 
Government’s reasons for saying something 
should go ahead. 


Q 


What do you do in your spare time? 


A I think it is about time our town did grow. 

My only concern is that we are just going 
to be a commuter town. 


A I bake all our bread at home. I enjoy music 
and spend a lot of time on the computer. It 
is amazing how quickly you can find out 
things. Technology has made my work as a 
councillor much quicker.

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Garden of future's harvest of ideas

STUDENTS at Hadlow 
College are looking to the 
future with their entry for 
the RHS Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show. 

Designed and constructed by for¬ 
mer and current students, Food 4 
Thought is an innovative courtyard 
garden that takes food direct to the 
table. Visitors to the show, from 
Tuesday, July 6, to Sunday July 11, 
will get a glimpse of how the Garden 
of England might evolve. 

The garden was designed by 
Hadlow College graduate Mandy 
Buckland, who now runs the award¬ 
winning garden and landscape 
design company, Greencube. 

Change 

“The brief was to include apples, 
but we took it a step further and 
looked to climate change,” she said. 
“What will we be growing in years to 
come? Will it be lemons? Farmers are 
adapting for change already.” 

Along with traditional Kentish 
crops such as apples and strawber¬ 
ries, the contemporary garden 
includes produce more commonly 
associated with the Mediterranean 
climate, such as lemons and peaches. 

“There is water running down the 
walls and it symbolises the capture 
of water,” said Ms Buckland. “It high¬ 
lights the fact that water is a com-

modity and it should be captured.” 

Lecturer and garden manager 
Brian Hawtin is also a Hadlow grad¬ 
uate and he explained more about 
the garden’s vision. 

He said: “The garden shows what 
we have grown in the past in Kent, 
what we grow now and what we 
might grow in the future.” 

One striking feature is a can¬ 
tilevered table protruding from the 
wall, with ribbons of strawberries 
flowing down into the table itself. 

‘We are talking about field to fork 
meals,” Mr Hawtin said. “You could 
be sitting eating your meal and when 
it comes to dessert time, there are 
the strawberries. This is all Kent pro¬ 
duce so it can be grown in your gar¬ 
den.” 

All the plants have been grown at 
the college and the initial construc¬ 
tion has been carried out by Mr 
Hawtin, along with seven students in 


year two of the Garden Design 
course - Neil Brookson, James Craig, 
Adele Ford, Alick Nee, Susan Palmer, 
Susan Willmott and Claudia Vergari. 

To create the garden’s flooring, the 
students cut quartz paddlestones 
which fit into moveable trays, creat¬ 
ing a portable structure which can 
be fitted together at Hampton Court 
Palace. The garden also features 
innovative ‘food walls’ planted with 
chillies, peppers and herbs, to make 
efficient use of a small space. 

Speaking in May, when the build 
was in full swing, Mr Hawtin said: 
“What we are doing is assembling all 
the bits and pieces and adding 
things, to get as much built here as 
possible before going to Hampton 
Court Palace. 

Perfect 

“We want the garden to be in a per¬ 
fect state when the judges look at it. 
We need to get it all planted and 
plants can turn to the sun. That’s the 
sort of detail the judges are looking 
for.” 

Exhibitors are given two weeks to 
put the garden together at the show 
site, so the team should be putting 
the finishing touches to Food 4 
Thought this weekend. 

But once the show is over, Food 4 
Thought will not be thrown on the 
compost heap. The garden will 
return to the college as something for 
students to work on. 

“Next year’s project will be to 
redesign this garden,” Mr Hawtin 
said.

Pupis mate art from 
the sounds of nature

CHILDREN from two 
Ashford primary schools 
have been helping out with 
an art project that will be 
staged in the town later this 
month. 

The project is part of an ongoing res¬ 
idency called Elemental Fields by the 
artist Lee Patterson. 

Mr Patterson specialises in art¬ 
works that employ sound. Children 
from East Stour Primary and the 
John Wesley Primary have been visit¬ 
ing locations around the borough with 
sound-mapping artist Louisa Martin. 

With support from Stour Valley Arts 
they have been making recordings of 
different sounds which will eventually 
be edited together to be heard along¬ 
side Mr Patterson’s piece. 

Last week the children from East 
Stour Primary visited King’s Wood in 
Challock to record the sights and 
sounds of the forest. 

They also visited the various sculp¬ 
tures positioned around the woods 
which are part of the Stour Valley 
Arts project. 

Lucy Medhurst, education and 
learning manager with the Stour 
Valley Arts, said: “Lee is very interest¬ 
ed in sounds that we do not normally 
expect to hear; very subtle and ambi¬ 
ent sounds.

‘We have been mapping sound both 
acoustically and geographically. They 
have been recording things such as 
ants’ nests. The sounds have very dif¬ 
ferent qualities. For example, the chil¬ 
dren said the rustling of the ants’ nest 
sounded like rain.” 

Whilst in the woods the children 
were also asked to draw the environ¬ 
ment around them. 

They have already visited 
Willesborough Dykes and The 
Singleton Environment Centre to 
make up their collection of recordings. 
The samples will be edited by Louisa 
Martin in time for the exhibition at 
Tufton House on July 24. 


Their work, called Vibration 
Station, will be heard by visitors as 
they walk round the old art college 
building in Tufton Street. 

Lucy Medhurst said: We have had 
fantastic comments from the children. 
They really enjoy being outside. We 
chose deliberately green environ¬ 
ments around the town. They have 
been able to make comparisons 
between the sounds recorded in the 
different locations and seem to under¬ 
stand how sound can be art.” 

As part of his residency, Lee 
Patterson will also be creating a phys¬ 
ical artwork that will be situated in 
King’s Woods in 2011.

Gypsy leader's 
fury over cal 
for dampdown 


A GYPSY leader has reacted 
angrily to town hall leaders’ calls 
for a government clampdown on 
unlawful developments. 

Last week a letter signed by all 13 of Kent’s 
district and borough heads, including Kent 
County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter, was 
sent to the Government, calling for tougher 
penalties for people who build without plan¬ 
ning permission. 

The document makes a particular point 
about caravans and mobile homes, stating 
that current policy “weighs against what is 
acceptable and explainable” to the public. 

However, Joe Jones - director of the 
Canterbury Gypsy Support Group and vice 
chairman of the international Gypsy Council 
- says local authorities are to blame for not 
providing adequate land to settle on. 

Framework 

“At the end of the day we need provision,” 
he said. “And if we’re not going to get it from 
them then we’re going to get it ourselves. 

“All we want is somewhere we can call 
home. Okay, we can’t stop everywhere, but 
asking for more laws is ridiculous. 

“There’s no point dogmatising and vilifying 
us for their failures. It’s getting to the point 
where it’s time for us to protest against the 
councils because we can’t keep taking this on 
the chin. 

“We’re sick of being pushed from pillar to 
post. We’re not animals, we’re human beings.” 

Later this year the Government will pub¬ 
lish its first national planning framework, 
which KCC leaders hope will tackle the issue 
of developments being built without plan-

ning permission. They are calling for the 
Con-Lib coalition to introduce a new offence 
that would result in deliberate offenders 
being forced to take down unlawful build¬ 
ings, or fined according to the seriousness of 
the case. 

Tonbridge and Mailing leader Cllr Mark 
Worrall said: “Unlawful development can 
scar the countryside and is the bane of many 
villagers’ lives. 

“This simple piece of legislation would send 
a clear message that there is ‘zero tolerance’ 
for buildings put up without permission, 
and would give councils clearer and less 
encumbered powers to enforce the wishes of 
local people. 

“Such a move would be particularly helpful 
in dealing with unauthorised caravans and 
mobile homes.” 

The letter signed by the council leaders 
was addressed to Tunbridge Wells MP Greg 
Clark, who is also the new minister for plan¬ 
ning policy at Communities and Local 
Government. 

Mr Clark said: “The public want to see fair 
play - everyone being treated equally and 
even-handedly in the planning process. 

“The new Government will tackle the real 
concerns about the current rules and guid¬ 
ance for planning decisions in relation to 
travellers’ sites. 

“We are working on proposals to strength¬ 
en the powers councils have to enforce 
against breaches of planning control and to 
tackle the abuse of retrospective planning 
permission.” 


Now Play Away Floella becomes baroness 


CHILDREN'S TV presen¬ 
ter Floella Benjamin has 
taken her seat in the House 
of Lords as a Lib Dem peer. 

Her official title is 
Baroness Benjamin of 
Beckenham in Kent but 
she will be known as 
Baroness or Lady 
Benjamin. 

The 60-year-old TV 
favourite, best known for 


shows like Play Away, 
promised to spend “much 
energy on the well being of 
children and young people”. 

She has starred in the 
Doctor Who spin-off series 
The Sarah Jane 
Adventures, works with 
Action for Children and 
Bamardo's and is a cultur¬ 
al ambassador for the 2012 
Summer Olympic Games. 



Pylon plans 'will scar landscape' 


WINDFARMS and new sources of electricity 
in remote areas are generally viewed as good 
news for the environment, but they need 
cables to connect them to the National Grid. 

And this week conservationists have greeted 
with dismay the news that a new chain of elec¬ 
tricity pylons look set to blight Kent. 

The National Grid wants to increase the 
network across the UK because there is a 
shortage of options to deliver power, but pres¬ 
sure group Protect Kent said there is an 
urgent need to move to electric cars, and to 
develop regional ‘smart’ electricity grids that 
can cope with renewable energy generation. 

It said that from Romney Marsh to the 
North Downs near Gravesend, ranks of pylons 
are an industrial scar on Kent’s landscape. 

Protect Kent chairman, Richard Knox- 
Johnston said: “Given the choice most people 
would prefer underground cables.” 


National Grid says pylons cost £1.6m a mile, 
whereas underground cabling costs £20m, and 
that needs to be added to customers’ bills. 

However, Protect Kent said schemes for 
underground lines in Europe have shown that 
not only is the investment less, but that some 
of this outlay can be recouped as underground 
cables are more reliable. 

The RSPB in Kent is also concerned. It said: 
“The most likely conservation issue for birds is 
impact if they are placed in a busy route for 
them. The construction of pylons would be 
subject to the usual planning process and any 
nature conservation impacts would be consid¬ 
ered as part of that.” 

National Grid said this is the biggest expan¬ 
sion of electrical infrastructure in half a centu¬ 
ry and is needed to meet a surge in demand 
and to link up with wind farms and nuclear 
stations.

THIS weather we are having is intolera¬ 
ble. It’s too hot, too humid and too dis¬ 
tracting; constantly filling my mind with 
thoughts of shorts, sandals, seaside, beer, 
beer gardens and barbeques and other 
non-work, outdoor daydreams. 

All of which makes my arduous daily task of 
making phone calls, sifting through emails, writing 
news stories and managing reporters somewhat of an 
arduous task. 

The powers-that-be have made efforts to make my 
working life a little more bearable during this mini 
heatwave of ours. 

I’ve kindly been provided with a small desktop fan, 
which is trained on my brow from mid morning to 
early evening, and our office’s patio doors are 
inevitably opened at some point throughout the day 
to further aid the flow of fresh air into the newsroom.

Trying to stop great 
rail fare robbery 

Kent Green Party notes that the 
Secretary of State for Transport, 
Philip Hammond, is proposing to 
remove the current system which 
links rail fares to inflation. 

We already have the highest rail 
fares in the world.

2011, could be increased to 10 per 
cent or more if the Government 
removes controls on rail fares.

We need an integrated approach 
to transport. Rail fares should be 
cut, and suggestions of delays to the 
delivery of new carriages should be 
abandoned. 

Supporting increased rail use is a 
clear priority if the Government 
means what it says about reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

There is always an alternative to 
misdirected cuts in public spending 
and justifiable increased spending 
on the railways is a clear example.

“It’s a love story, as I’ve been married to Ruth 
for 42 years, but it’s also very much a social 
history,” he said. “I was in computing for more 
than 40 years and I’ve seen a lot of things from 
the beginning. 

“There are chapters with music, sport, 
famous people I’ve met and the best advice 
I’ve ever had, mostly from my father. There are 
chapters on all sorts of things and what has 
gone on around me.” 

Although Brooks and his family have faced 
challenges like anyone else - such as family 
bereavements and the loss of someone close to 
them in the 7/7 London bombings - Brooks 
describes himself as “99 per cent happy” and 
hopes his book might help other people to dis¬ 
cover the secret of happiness. 

“That’s what you ask everybody and it’s 
what everyone wants, for themselves and their 
children,” he said. “I think it’s about looking for 
a way forward. However bad things might be, 
it’s about thinking ‘this has happened, but 


what should I do now?’ I think it’s also about 
meeting the right person, loving your job and 
being constructive.” 

Brooks already donates to Demelza House 
but decided to do more to help by donating the 
profits from his book to the children’s charity. 

“It’s a very sad business that children 
there have terminal illnesses. My first mem¬ 
ory is from when I was four and going into 


hospital with my tonsils. The boy in the bed 
next to me was yellow and bald and I could 
tell there was something seriously wrong 
with him. In later years, I learned about can¬ 
cer. It’s a good cause and, being local, I can 
see the good it’s doing.”

Originally written for the Christmas Vespers 
in 1723, Bach’s Magnificat was initially in E- 


flat and included various seasonal texts. Years 
later, Bach removed the festive interpolations 
and transposed the piece into D, to make it 
suitable for performance all year round. 

A grand masterpiece, Magnificat requires 
five soloists and a five-part choir. At the time 
of its writing, the orchestra - three trumpets, 
two flutes, two oboes, strings and continuo - 
was an unusually large one. 

When Mozart died in December 1791, only 
the opening movement had been completely 
finished. Shortly after receiving the commis¬ 
sion from Franz von Walsegg, who wanted to 
commemorate his late wife, Mozart fell ill and 
began to talk about his own death, even sug¬ 
gesting that he had been poisoned and was 
composing the Requiem for himself. 

After his death, his widow Constanze was 
keen to collect the full payment on the work, so 
another composer, Franz Xaver Sussmayr was 
brought in to complete it. Despite this contro¬ 
versy, the Requiem is still one of Mozart’s best¬ 
loved works.

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Frank Capra meets Walt Disney 
to inspire Shrek's final chapter

THE fourth and final instalment of 
the computer-animated series puts 
a fairy-tale spin on It’s A 
Wonderful Life, but Shrek Forever 
After lacks the heartfelt emotion of 
Frank Capra’s 1946 classic. 

The adventures of the jolly green ogre have 
been on a steady decline since the wildly imag¬ 
inative 2001 original film, so it is to director 
Mike Mitchell’s credit that this picture is 
arguably the best of the sequels. 

Still, his film relies heavily on the love we 
have invested in the characters and their 
fates, and revisits many familiar faces from 
earlier chapters, including Pinocchio, 

Gingerbread Man and the Three Little Pigs. 

Moreover, Mitchell steals shamelessly from 
Disney’s Beauty And The Beast for his finale. 

If you are going to borrow, it may as well be 
from the best. 

Shrek (voiced by Mike Myers) is suffering 
mid-life angst with mewling kids and his 
beautiful and pungent wife, Fiona (Cameron 
Diaz). Villagers are no longer scared of him 
and the ogre begins to wonder if life holds any 
more surprises. 

“Shrek, you have three beautiful children, a 
wife who loves you, friends who adore you. 

Why is it that you’re the only person who can’t 
see that?” implores Fiona sadly. 

In his hour of desperation, Shrek meets the 
conniving Rumpelstiltskin (Walt Dohm), who 
offers a tantalising deal: he will gift Shrek one 
whole day as a scary ogre, just like before, if 
the father agrees to sign away one day of his 
childhood. 

Shrek agrees to the Faustian pact, blind to 
Rumpelstiltskin’s devious plan: to erase the 
day that Shrek was bom and thereby alter the 
future. 

Suddenly, Shrek finds himself in an alter¬ 
nate universe where Fiona is the leader of an 
underground movement of ogres, good friend 
Donkey (Eddie Murphy) no longer recognises

him and legendary assassin Puss In Boots 
(Antonio Banderas) has piled on the pounds to 
become a lazy house cat. 

Indeed, he no longer answers to his heroic 
monicker. “That is a name I have outgrown,” 
he purrs. 

“That’s not the only thing you’ve outgrown,” 
quips Shrek, staring at the feline’s bulging 
belly. 

In order to win back Fiona’s love, Shrek 
must join forces with Donkey and Puss to 
break the pact before the sands in 
Rumpelstiltskin’s oversized hourglass mn out. 

Shrek Forever After brings the long-running 
saga to a lively close, reminding each of the 
characters about the love and friendship 


which bind them together. 

Dohm’s pint-sized, snivelling villain is a 
colourful addition to the cast and he brings 
some much-needed vim to proceedings. 

Murphy is subdued - not that he has a 
great deal of screen time for his usual scene¬ 
stealing antics. 

The 3D version exploits the eye-popping for¬ 
mat during the chase sequences, but Mitchell’s 
film loses nothing in 2D and children won’t 
have the added distraction of the oversized 
plastic spectacles.

LOOKING like a Lotus Elise, but very 
much cheaper, Renault has revitalised 
the junior convertible sector of the market 
with the newly-arrived Wind Roadster. 

It features an electrically-operated 
hardtop, which opens in just 12 seconds 
and does not affect boot space, unlike 
obvious rivals like the Peugeot 207CC 
and Vauxhall Tigra. The new coupe-road¬ 
ster is built on the same platform as the 
Clio II Renaultsport hot hatch and well 
suited to two lively petrol engines - a 
lOObhp 1.2 and 133bhp 1.6 VVT Wind.

HONDA’S latest CR-V stands 
apart from its bluff pseudo off- 
roader predecessors. 

It’s also far cleaner and more economical 
than 4x4 monsters that gave that sector a bad 
name. No wonder the Japanese marque 
launched this CR-V using the line ‘not all 4x4s 
are the same’. 

However, it is no longer the best-looking 
alternative and far from the cheapest, even 
though UK production at Swindon ought to 
make it less prone to the weakness of the 
pound, which is inflating new car prices here. 

On the other hand, it is a marvellous pack¬ 
age benefiting from a revamp bringing minimal 
cosmetic changes, but delivering an extra 
lObhp and improved emissions quality from 
Honda’s excellent 2.2-litre diesel - the so-called 
‘whispering diesel’ - and CR-V best-seller by far. 

It whispers even more now; only flooring 
the throttle will make the unit clatter, but it 
mostly delivers power freely and quietly. 

For many would-be buyers though it is a 
new smooth-changing five-speed auto diesel 
option - at last - that will be most welcome. 

Unfortunately, at £1,370, it is not cheap and

lacks the manual selection option expected on 
new generation auto ‘boxes. 

This is a shame because the CR-V chassis is 
well-tuned to press on driving; some may find 
the ride quality firm, but it gives this relative¬ 
ly big and high-riding car great tenacity and 
very little body roll on the bends. 

Interior fittings are upmarket and comfort 
levels excellent too, with good lateral support 
on the front seats, plus adjustable armrests 
and there is plenty of stowage, including a 
separate dashboard compartment with USB 
link for your iPod/iPhone or MP3 player. 

Rear passengers are well catered for, with 
lots of legroom and a completely flat floor. 

The 60/40 split/folding rear seats can also be 
adjusted fore and aft and raked back for 
greater comfort on long journeys and adjust¬ 
ment of child seats. 

However, ultimate boot space is hampered 
by the rear being pinched for height and width 
and roof lining encroachment at the sides. 

Our EX flagship test car also costs more 
than £29,000 with that pricey auto ‘box, but it 
did groan beneath the weight of add-ons, so 
just look beyond the CR-V pricing - not all 
4x4s are the same.

'Tax changes could 
assist first-timers' 

THE Government should make the cre¬ 
ation of more affordable housing for 
first-time buyers and low-income fami¬ 
lies a top priority, according to a group 
that has analysed market trends. 

It is the view of lobby group 
PricedOut.org.co.uk, which claims that 
millions of people on social-housing 
waiting-lists and first-time buyers look¬ 
ing to get on the property ladder are 
desperate for help. 

Following radical changes to the plan¬ 
ning system and public-sector funding 
cuts, the number of social homes built 
this year could slump by 65 per cent, 
according to research by the National 
Housing Federation. 

But PricedOut.org.uk spokeswoman 
Katy John believes there are other ways 
that money could be saved without 
reducing the number of homes that are 
built for those who need them. 

She said: “One way in which the 
Government could raise more funds for 
house-building is to remove the tax 
breaks currently enjoyed by buy-to-let 
investors. 

“The estimated £1 billion saved every 
year by doing so could be used to build 
more affordable homes.” 

The plans also have the backing of 
groups who are working with people on 
low incomes looking to get on the 
housing ladder. 

Google putting your 
dream home on map 

USERS of UK Google Maps can now 
search for listings from estate agents 
and property websites directly from the 
maps. 

Available properties are indicated by a 
small circle that provides a link to a par¬ 
ticular agent’s website.

Life can be tough in the 
overcrowded South East 

Federation demands 
more social housing

SOUTH-EAST England has been 
named as one of the worst-affected 
areas of the UK when it comes to 
overcrowding. 

A lack of new homes being built is the main 
reason behind the problem, claim National 
Housing Federation insiders who have been 
collating figures. 

An estimated 80,000 households in the 
region are overcrowded, with that figure set to 
rise to 90,000 by 2013. 

The National Housing Federation, which 
represents England’s housing associations, is 
predicting a 20 per cent rise across the country 
in the number of families living in overcrowd¬ 
ed housing by 2013. 

The federation is warning that millions of 
people are now at risk of being trapped in sub¬ 
standard housing for a generation. 

The slump in house-building is being blamed 
for fuelling the situation, with the figure of 
123,000 new homes built in England and 
Wales in 2009-10 the lowest in 87 years. 

Waiting 

Additional research has shown that insuffi¬ 
cient homes have been built in the South East 
since 2002, with the region missing its target 
for new homes by 15 per cent during 2008/9, 
the latest year for which the figures are avail¬ 
able. 

With more than 203,000 South East house¬ 
holds on housing waiting-lists, the mortgage 
drought has exacerbated the problem. 

Many young families are being forced to stay NEGATIVE IMPACT: Overcrowding means families are often housed in expensive and unsuitable accommodation 

at home with their parents while they save for 
a deposit, or are simply abandoning hope of 
being able to afford their own place in the cur¬ 
rent economic climate. 

Warren Finney, South East regional manag¬ 
er for the federation, warned that living in 
overcrowded conditions could have a major 
impact on families. 

He said: “Overcrowding is closely linked to 
poor health, low educational attainment and 
family breakdowns. It can also contribute to 
increased levels of homelessness and put enor¬ 
mous pressure on public services, as families 
are housed in expensive and often unsuitable 
temporary accommodation.” 

In the forthcoming spending review, the 
National Housing Federation is calling on the 
Government to ensure that 50,000 social rent¬ 
ed and affordable homes can be delivered 
every year in England.

Time to buy, if you have a deposit 


NOW is the time to buy a house for those who 
want to get into the property market, but a 
sizeable deposit is still recommended. 

A study by MyMortgageDirect claims rates 
on mortgages are now beginning to look 
favourable when compared with the escalat¬ 
ion of UK rental values. 

Mortgage-lender Santander claimed earlier 
that first-time buyers were now better off buy¬ 
ing than renting as in almost every part of the 
country monthly payments for mortgage- 
holders were now lower than for renters. 

While MyMortgageDirect director Stuart 


Inman agrees with the figures, he says there 
is still one large caveat to the Santander 
claims: a large deposit. 

He said: “It is easy to say a mortgage is 
cheaper than renting, but obviously you’ve 
got a huge deposit which people need to find. 

“It is not quite as straightforward compar¬ 
ing the two when you take into account the 
other costs.” 

Mr Inman went on to say that those with 
less than 15 per cent of the purchase price for 
a deposit would see that mortgage rates are 
still not particularly attractive.

Town's debts will be 
settled says Crosbie

ASHFORD Town will be able to 
start the new league season 
despite being suspended by the 
Football Association for debts owed 
to two Kent clubs, according to club 
chairman Don Crosbie. 

The FA sanctions prevent the club from 
signing players or even taking part in pre-sea- 
son friendlies until the debts are settled. They 
arose from outstanding payments dating back 
to last season to Dover Athletic for the loan of 
Craig Cloke and Ebbsfleet United for Jamie 
Forshaw and Steven Springett. 

An FA spokesman said: “Ashford Town were 
initially put under a registrations embargo 
due to their failure to pay money owed to two 
clubs for loan players. This was subsequently 
extended to a suspension from all football on 
June 18. The suspension and embargo will be 
both lifted as soon as the debts are paid.” 

Crosbie, who is in dispute with co-owner 
Tony Betteridge over the running of the club, 
has moved to calm fears the Nuts and Bolts 
would not start the Ryman South season next

month. The Town chairman insists Dover have 
been paid and the debt owed to Fleet will be 
settled before the start of the season. 


He said: “There was a dispute over the wages 
for two players from Ebbsfleet United. I 
believe the wrong amount was put down by 
the club secretary, which was different to the 
fee agreed by [manager] Steve Lovell, but it 
looks like we have got to pay £2,000. [The FA] 
have said Dover haven’t been paid for their 
loan player, but they have and we have got 
confirmation from that. 

“I will pay it and as long as it is paid in the 
next six weeks then it won’t be a problem.” 

Crosbie claims during the winding up process 
the club were not able to pay any bills, but he is 
now in a position to do so, allowing the Ebbsfleet 
debt to be settled in the next few weeks. 

The sanctions are separate to the club’s 
winding-up proceedings, lodged by Betteridge, 
which was adjourned in the High Court last 
Wednesday. Following the hearing, Crosbie has 
been given until July 14 to submit his written 
evidence. Betteridge will then have until July 
28 to submit his evidence before a pre-trial 
review will take place after August 11. 

A statement from Ashford Town’s solicitors, 
Furley Page, said: “Due to the fact litigation is 
ongoing we are unable to comment further 
and we wish to reassure the players, fans and 
supporters of Ashford Town Football Club that 
we are hopeful the parties will reach an ami¬ 
cable solution to ensure the long-term survival 
future of this historic football club.”

PARALYMPICS 


ASHFORD athlete Claire Harvey has been 
called up to the Great Britain Women’s sit¬ 
ting volleyball squad for the World 
Championships this week. 

The 36-year-old will travel to Oklahoma to 
take part in the World Championships, 
which will see more than 640 elite athletes 
from 20 nations take part. 

The event will be Harvey’s first Sitting 
Volleyball World Championship after 
switching to the sport in 2008 following an 
accident which left her paralysed in one leg 
and without peripheral vision. She was an 
avid rugby player before the accident, begin¬ 
ning her career with Medway RFC before 
moving to Premiership side Saracens. She 
switched her attention to sitting volleyball 
to fill the void left by being unable to play 
rugby. 

Sitting volleyball is an adapted version of 
volleyball which allows participants of all 
abilities to play. The women’s game has been 
included in the Paralympics since 2004. 

Harvey’s women’s GB squad will come up 
against Canada, Brazil, Russia, Ukraine, 
Slovenia and reigning Paralympic champi¬ 
ons China. The tournament will be ideal 
practice for the 2012 London Paralympics 
which will see Great Britain enter a team 
into the event for the first time. 

Head coach John Bestebroer said: “The 
squad and staff have worked hard to reach 
this stage and recognise what an opportuni¬ 
ty this championship will bring as we pre¬ 
pare for London 2012.” 

Harvey flies out to America with the squad 
today ahead of the opening day of the week- 
long tournament which begins this Sunday.
